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Walking for a cause at Robinson Park School

AGAWAM - Though some considered the recent “Autism 
Walk” held at Robinson Park School to be a rousing success, 
the walk did have a relaxed theme to it.

AGAWAM - The June 20 Agawam City 
Council meeting is expected to be one of the 
busiest nights of the year for the council and 
residents interested in learning more about 
the various issues to be discussed are en- 
couraged to attend the meeting. 

The top agenda item is the annual bud- 
get hearing. City Councilors have already 
passed the capital budget wishlist. 

The operating budget will likely be the 
subject of considerable debate, especially 
after one Council Budget Sub-Committee 
expressed concern with some departmental 
budgets. 

Budget Subcommittee One met two 
weeks ago to make recommendations on 
several town departmental budgets, all of 
which were level-funded from last year with 
the exception of the inclusion of one percent 
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City budget hearing set for June 20 


raises for several town employees. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen told the three 
councilors, George Bitzas, Gina Letellier, 
and Chair John Walsh, that he was obligated 
to put the raises in the budget despite the 
City Council voting not to fund the contracts 
that included one percent raises in fiscal year 
2012. 

Letellier said she did not believe three 
councilors should be voting to make a rec- 
ommendation on a budget that included rais- 
es the council previously voted not to fund. 

She abstained from the votes, while Bit- 
zas, who originally favored the raises, voted 
along with Walsh in favor. Letellier said she 
planned to bring the issue to the attention 
of the full council, which voted 7-2 against 
funding the raises back in March. 

There will also likely be controversy over 
the school district budget, which had to go 
through several cuts. 

The hearing is open to the public and the 


meeting will start a 7 p.m. The budget hear- 
ing will take place shortly after the meeting 
starts. 

Another big item on the council agenda is 
a decision over the future of the Community 
Preservation Act. The Act, which began in 
2001, has placed a property tax surcharge on 
residents and has been used to fund several 
preservation-related projects, including the 
current School Street Barn project and the 
recently completed Thomas Smith House. 

Citing the financial downturn in the econ- 
omy and a need to bring savings to taxpay- 
ers, Councilors Walsh and James Cichetti are 
sponsoring a resolution to revoke the CPA. 

The resolution states the revocation is in 
the “best interest of the taxpayers” and that 
the state’s cut in matching funds has caused 
financial hardship to the taxpayers. The state 
previously matched property tax surcharge 
contributions to the CPA at nearly 100 per- 
cent. That match has dropped to about 25 
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percent today. The resolution does not state 
whether the move would be temporary or 
permanent. 

Another ordinance on the agenda spon- 
sored by Councilor George Bitzas, seeks 
to help many restaurants in town by adding 
outdoor dining. 

Currently, outdoor dining is banned in 
town and Bitzas said he has been working on 
the ordinance for more than a year, though it 
had taken a back seat to other priorities last 
summer. He said some restaurants have ex- 
pressed interest in expanding their business 
outdoors for its customers. 

“Tm really hoping for your support on 
this ordinance,” Bitzas told his fellow coun- 
cil members at the last meeting on June 6. 
“This is something that would really help 
our restaurants in town.”

Sirois graduates from CFO 
management training program 


Newly appointed Agawam Fire Chief 
Alan Sirois was one of 29 fire service per- 
sonnel from 28 communities to graduate 
from the 19th Massachusetts Firefighting 
Academy’s Chief Fire Officer Manage- 
ment Training Program on Thursday, June 
9. The 13-week program was developed in 
accordance with National Fire Protection 
Association (NFPA) standards for chief 
fire officers, and is delivered jointly by the 
University of Massachusetts Collins Insti- 
tute Center for Public Management and the 
Massachusetts Firefighting Academy. It is 
a comprehensive course providing training 
in the non-fire suppression aspects of man- 
aging fire department organizations. 

“These fire service leaders are commit- 
ted to continually developing their man- 
agement and leadership skills in order to 
provide the highest level of service to the 
communities they protect,” said state Fire 
Marshal Stephen D. Coan. 

In addition to Agawam, fire officers 
from the following fire departments gradu- 
ated in last week’s ceremony: Abington, 
Attleboro, Billerica, Brewster, Burlington, 
Douglas, Duxbury, Everett, Greenfield, 
Hadley, Hubbardston, Lexington, Littleton, 
Mashpee, New Bedford, Orleans, Orange, 
Revere, Rockland, Southbridge, Stow, 
Sudbury, Turners Falls, Webster, Westfield, 
and Westborough. 

The curriculum covers a spectrum of top- 
ics considered essential for effective pub- 
lic sector management. It includes human 
resource management, group dynamics, 


leadership and legal issues, governmental 
and organization structures, information 
management, customer-focused strategic 
planning, legal aspects, budgets and public 
finance, community awareness and public 
relations, and labor relations. 

The Chief Fire Officer Management 
Training Program expects to help fire offi- 
cers improve their ability to lead and man- 
age personnel and the department, to pro- 
vide skills to understand employee’s needs 
and problems, to promote personal produc- 
tivity, to increase the capacity to manage 
both human and technical resources, and 
to increase inter-agency cooperation. Par- 
ticipants must complete a project whose 
program content can be implemented at the 
completion of the course. 

The program prepares students to take 
the certification exams for Fire Officer III 
and Fire Officer IV. 

“Certification to this level is a presti- 
gious milestone and can assist the chief fire 
officer in securing a national designation 
from the Center for Public Safety Excel- 
lence and the Massachusetts Fire Services 
Commission’s Fire Chief Accreditation,” 
said Coan. 

The Massachusetts Firefighting Acad- 
emy, a division of the Department of Fire 
Services, offers the program, tuition-free. 

As a graduate of the recent program, I 
feel that the skills and knowledge that I 
have attained through this valuable training 
will aid in leading the Agawam Fire De- 
partment to a strong future,” Sirois said.

Works in assisting to remove debris, but ho- 
meowners must place tree debris on the tree 
belt to be collected, Cohen said. 

“We can’t go on private property; it’s 
against the law,” he said. “If residents bundle 
their debris, the town will pick it up curb- 
side.” 

Smaller bundles of debris can be disposed 
of by obtaining yard waste passes from the 
DPW at 1000 Suffield St. The passes can be 
used to dispose of debris at Bondi’s Island 
Landfill at no charge to the homeowner, ac- 
cording to a memo released by DPW Su- 
perintendent Christopher J. Golba on June 
2. Also, brush or limbs up to 3-inches in 
diameter must be tied in bundles not greater 
than 3 feet in length, nor weigh more than 50 
pounds. The bundles will be picked up under 
the normal yard waste schedule. 

Late last week, however, while residents 
were in the process of cleaning their yards 
of debris, Mother Nature unleashed her fury 
again when another powerful storm struck 
just over a week after the tornado. The thun- 
derstorm on Thursday, June 9 downed a lot of 
trees and power lines, but lacked the severity 
of the tornado, said Cohen. 

“Tt did pack quite a punch,” he said, adding 
power outages cancelled the Agawam High 
School Awards Night Ceremony, which was 
scheduled to be held that night at the school. 
“All of Suffield Street was out,” he said. 

Cohen estimated that 2,500 people were 
affected by last week’s storm. 

Also affected by the winds last Thursday 
was Robinson State Park, which sustained 
heavy damage when the tornado passed 
through the week prior. 

According to Claudia Hurley, a spokesper- 
son for the Friends of Robinson State Park, 
on June 1, a tornado had touched down in 
a white pine stand adjacent to the road that 
leads to the pavilion, “topping” trees and 
throwing those tops haphazardly in the area. 

“They were circled around and flung.... 
and have landed in precarious posi- 


tions,’ she said, adding “Some of them 
are hanging and could come down.” 
Though Thursday’s storm was not as strong 
as the tornado, she said the strong winds did 
loosen what was already weakened June 1. 

“Additional trees came down June 9,” she 
said. 

The result is the cancellation of Robinson 
State Park Day, an annual event that was 
scheduled for Saturday, June 18. 

Originally, despite the tornado damage, 
park officials and Friends members hoped 
Robinson State Park Day would go on as 
scheduled. However, with the severity of the 
damage in the area, officials from the Depart- 
ment of Conservation and Recreation (DCR) 
have ruled the park is not safe for the public; 
storm debris is still hanging precariously and 
could threaten pedestrian safety. 

“We have mixed emotions; we’re very 
sad about it,’ Hurley said earlier this week. 
“Tt’s been developing into a tradition; we’re 
very sad we can’t go through with it but they 
[DCR] are not opening the park to the public 
so people cannot come in.” 

Email correspondence between members 
of the Friends of Robinson State Park indi- 
cates the park did sustain significant damage 
as a result of both storms, but that no areas 
were considered to be a total loss as initially 
reported in local media. 

“In the area/valley behind the pool, the 
occasional frequency is two to three times 
other areas, but still only occasional. I would 
estimate about 60 downed trees, from the 
park headquarters to the east most end of the 
park,” one Friends member wrote in an email 
dated June 12. 

Though DCR is in the process of finding 
work crews to make the park safe for visitors, 
there is competition for their services due to 
the widespread destruction in Western Mass. 

“Tt’s a question of priorities,” said Hurley. 

The Robinson State Park page on the DCR 
website (http://www.mass.gov/dcr/parks/ 
central/robn.htm) indicates the park will be 


closed to the public until further notice. For 
more information, call 786-2877.

designed specifically for this purpose, was 
planned to comply with National Fire Pro- 
tection Association (NFPA) guidelines. 

“We bring pallets and straw and light fires 
throughout the building; setting up scenar- 
io,” said Nicora. “The guys go in and put the 
fires out.” 

Inside the cement building — which was 
designed to withstand live burn fire training 
— there are no combustible materials inside. 
The structure itself is not flammable for the 
safety of the firefighters. 

“Tt’s kind of like a mock house the way 
it’s laid out,” Nicora said. “It doesn’t exactly 
look like a house, but there are interior rooms 
where we can set up different fires and prac- 
tice searching through a building.” 

Part of the training includes a search and 
rescue component, he said. 

Inside the burn building, firefighters train 
how to safely ventilate roof structure, how 
to breach walls and doors in a safe fashion 
and more. 

“Tt’s probably the best training that call 
firefighters get to see on our regular train- 
ing schedule,’ Nicora said. “We get to pull 
hose and actually see a fire; see how it reacts 
inside a room. They get to feel how hot it 
gets inside. Our newest members are always 
amazed at how hot it gets whenever they go 
in. It’s great training.” 

Sirois said the simulated training is the 
“most valuable training a firefighter can get. 

“You’re never going to be able to function 
like that in a real life scenario unless you’ve

Tornado damage a devastating sight

uring the late afternoon on 

Wednesday, June 1, Western 

Massachusetts got hit by several 
tornadoes. The first tornado touched 
down in West Springfield and continued 
east. Within 20 minutes the towns of 
Monson, Brimfield, Southbridge, and 
Sturbridge were devastated. 

After it ended, I was fortunate 
enough to help out with the cleanup 
efforts the next morning on Haynes 
Hill Road in Brimfield. With many of 
the major routes blocked off from the 
debris, what would have been an easy 
15 minute drive turned into a complicat- 
ed, 30 minute drive with many detours. 


When I finally made my way to the bot- 
tom of Haynes Hill Road, I wasn’t pre- 
pared for the sight that lay ahead of me. 
As the truck inched its way up Haynes 
Hill, I couldn’t believe my eyes. Just a 
few weeks ago this road was filled with 
tall pine trees that stood 50 or 60 feet 
tall, but now all that was left looked 
like oversized toothpicks. Power lines 
were all over the road and not one tele- 
phone pole was left standing. I couldn’t 
even make it all the way up the road 
to my friends’ house, the Watson fam- 
ily, because the Boston Fire Department 
was still trying to clear the road. I pulled 
into the Watson’s neighbor’s driveway 
and saw their home, which was hidden 
from the road in the past by trees. 

Thad to walk the rest of the way and 


found that their backyard was destroyed. 
Trees were everywhere. There was a 
tree limb on top of the treehouse, the 
greenhouse was destroyed and the shed 
was resting on top of a small metal row- 
boat. Shingles were missing from the 
roof and a couple of windows had been 
boarded up. What used to be a familiar 
sight was all of a sudden foreign. 

Once the road was cleared enough 
for pedestrian traffic, I was able to take 
a walk and see all of the damage the 
tornado had wreaked. During my walk, 
I also talked to some homeowners who 
waited the tornado out in their basement 
or bathrooms. 

They included Jean Smith. She had

Teen with Central 
Core Disease counts 
her blessings

ow often do you hear a 
person complain about a 
problem they have? I have 


heard so many people complain 
about their lives or say they have it 
worse than someone else. 

However, there is one person I 
know who actually considers her- 
self lucky. Her name is Frances 
Gallagher, she is 13-years-old-and 
she has Central Core Disease. 

The Muscular Dystrophy 
Foundation defines Central Core 
Disease as a rare condition. The 
disease often causes decreased 
muscle tone at birth and a mild 
delay in child development. People 
who have CCD often have muscle 
cramps and some have mild facial 
weakness, especially around the 
eyes. The Muscular Dystrophy 
Foundation says weakness around 
the hips can lead to hip disloca- 
tions and scoliosis, which is a cur- 
vature of the spine. There is no 
cure for CCD, although the symp- 
toms can be treated. 

Gallagher has scoliosis and 
has to wear a back brace at night. 
But she is always upbeat. 

“There are sO many worse 
things that could happen within 
muscular dystrophy,” she said. 
“Many of them are diseases that 
are deadly. I’m really lucky to

Pefia 
has always looked up to his dad and 
has admired Stevie Wonder. Henderson 
appreciates the support his family and 
fans give him and a huge role model of 
his is Brandon Flowers from the Killers. 
Justin Timberlake’s talent for singing 
and acting has always inspired Maslow. 
Also, vocally, Donny Hathaway and 
Brian McKnight have motivated Maslow 
to pursue his career. 

However, they told us being a per- 
former is not as easy as it seems. “When 
you realize how much work goes into 
something like this, you have a lot more 
respect for groups than you did in the 
past,’ Maslow said. 

Getting up on stage in front of a 
crowd can be intimidating to most peo- 
ple. Since the group has been together 
for just over a year now, we wondered if 
they still experience stage fright. 

“It’s more like stage excitement. 
Like we want to perform a great show 
for everybody and get them pumped up 
and amped up and we love that they sing 
our songs,” said Henderson. 
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During the show, Big Time Rush 
performed many well-known and up-beat 
songs such as “Famous,” “Boyfriend,” 
the “City is Ours,’ and the theme song to 
their television show, “Big Time Rush.”

Gallagher has many other hobbies. 
They include making bracelets and play- 
ing baseball and football with her broth- 
ers Raymond, Ryan and Luke. She is 


also very, very smart and is a great per- 
son to look up to. 

It gives me so much joy to go to 
Granby Jr. Sr. High School with her 
because she is an amazing person. She 
has a great personality and an extraordi- 
nary “don’t give up” attitude. Everyone 
I know likes her and she likes everyone, 
too. 

She does not want to be treated dif- 
ferently just because she has a disability 
and her attitude prevents that from hap- 
pening.

White and her two dogs were at 
home when the tornado hit. “I was in my 
bedroom and was thrown against the wall 
by the winds. I started crawling to the 
bathroom with my dogs when the bureau 
fell and landed on the bed. When I got to 
the bathroom I threw my dogs into the 
tub and I climbed on top of them,” she 
explained, choking with emotion as she 
told her story. 

Michele Shea said all seven of her 
family members and their dog huddled 
in their basement. “It sounded like that 
freight train sound they say that you 
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don’t want to hear, “‘she said. 

After the tornado everyone went 
outside and neighbors were hollering for 
other neighbors to make sure they were 
safe. ““We’re a close knit hill,” Amanda 
Renaud said. 

Sisters, Zoe and Frannie Watson, 
ages 10 and 6, were home with their 
mother and older brother Alex when the 
tornado hit. “It sounded like a monster 
was coming to get us,” Frannie said, as 
she played with Zoe. “There were four 
people, two bunnies, one guinea pig and 
one cat under our craft table and we were 
all scared, especially with daddy (Paul 
Watson) in Southbridge at an Boy Scout 
Eagle project,’ Zoe said, describing how 
small the table was that the family took 
shelter under. 
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Susan Rowe doesn’t live on Haynes 
Hill, but was with her family cutting 
through the debris as they attempted to 
help a friend who lived in a rear lot. The 
Rowe family lives ten minutes away from 
Haynes Hill Road on Sutcliffe Road. “Tt 
wasn’t bad. We just got high winds,” she 
told me while her husband and son cut 
through trees that were blocking their 
friend’s driveway. 

While making my way farther up 
the hill and deeper into the devastation, 
I met Evan Moore. His family built their 
home on Haynes Hill 16 years ago, but 
Moore said the area around it was no 
longer recognizable. During the tornado 
he was in the basement fixing the cable 
when he heard a crash outside and ran 
upstairs to see what had happened. He 


said the sky suddenly got pitch black and 
the power went out. Moore was amazed 
and couldn’t even begin to describe his 
feelings during the tornado. 

Although the devastation ranges 
from Brimfield to many parts of Western 
Massachusetts, the state and the towns- 
people have been giving a helping hand 
wherever possible.

Lights go out, but seniors continue to shine 


Cleanup completed following 
second round of storms

AGAWAM - The light of their futures is 
shining bright, but even that light couldn’t 
help the Agawam High School seniors last 
Thursday when their Awards Night Ceremo- 
ny was postponed due to a power outage fol- 
lowing yet another storm. 

The thunderstorm ripped through the town 
June 9, cutting power off to several areas in 
town for several hours, though Police Chief 
Robert Campbell said there was no major 
damage as a result. 

“This was a fast moving storm and it blew 
through town at about 40 or 50 miles per 
hour,’ he said. 

Damage included more downed trees and 
some minor road closures. The police de- 
partment did an excellent job responding to 
the damage and they were able to get roads 
open rather quickly. 

Campbell said several extra police officers 
were called in to assist with setting up road 
blocks and arranging for cleanup of the trees 
that had fallen on the ground. 

“We didn’t see any other major damages 
on the roads,” he said. “We were aware that 
some houses did lose some shingles, but oth- 
erwise it a much smaller incident than the 
tornadoes.” 

Campbell reported tornado cleanup in 
Agawam has been mostly completed and 
all roads that were previously blocked off 
by police have been re-opened. While some 
residents are dealing with their individual 
damages, Campbell said all public proper- 
ties and roads are operational. 

“We were very fortunate that we were able
